In the book “A Program for the Jews 
and Humanity, An Answer To All Anti- 
Semites”, by Harry Waton, published 1939, 
the author referred to Balaam as the great- 
est of all anti-Semites that ever lived. 
When this was quoted in the first section 
of this review, we indicated that the 
Balaam he was referring to was Jesus 
Christ. Some question has loeen raised as 
to the proof of this statement. Since Mr.

"Go Fight City Hall’’ praises Einstein. Now Ein- 
stein tells another Jew, William Frauenglass, a 
New York public school teacher, that all sus- 
picioned as Communists should refuse to answer 
questions before Committees of Congress. Ein- 
stein stated: “Every intellectual who is called be- 
fore one of the committees ought to refuse to 
testify, i.e., he must be prepared for jail and eco- 
nomic ruin, in short, for the sacrifice of his per- 
sonal welfare in the interest of the cultural wel- 
fare of his country.”

In the ancient European city of 
Leipzig, which has always had a Etonian popu-- 
lation and a German culture, .there; is, now a Chi- 
nese daily newspaper, many Chinese restau-' 
rants, and thousands of Chinese ■ residents.; 
More important, the farms • left ■ -vacant when 
millions of East Germans were driven from their' 
homes by Soviet orders, have been gim4o Chi- 
nese settlers, and they are encouraged to inter- 
marry with the remnants of the German families, 
who stayed behind. This, serves the double pur- 
pose of furthering atheist Russia's campaign of 
extermination against the white race and the 
Christian religion,- and- of placating Mao Tse- 
Tuhg, Red ruler of China, by helping him tn 
solve China's terrible problem of overpopula- 
tion. Mao has done quite a bite to solve it in his 
own way, by executing fourteen million middle 
class Chinese since his bloody seizure of power. 
Mao also sent five million Chinese to be mas- 
sacred by American machine guns in Korea. For- 
mer Secretary of State Dean Acheson, when he 
was criticized for the high rate of Apierican cas- 
ualties in Korea, replied by citing much heavier 
Chinese losses, and declared that we -were “wear- 
ing them down". It seemed perfectly all right 
to the former legal representative of the .Soviet 
Government in America if one million American 
boys were slaughtered ana two million Chinese 
killed, which, of course only saved Mao the ex- 
pense of killing that much of his excess' popu- 
lation.

( This indicated lhat McGinley 
had found new financial support 
far exceeding any he had re- 
I ceived in his previous three-year 
experience as an obscure pur- 
veyor of racial and religious 
hatred. 

The first hint concerning the 
source of this backing came when 
persons ^on the mailing list of 
Benjamin H. Freedman, anti- 
Zionist propagandist, began re- 
'^eiving copies o £ “Common 
^nse’ through the mail. 

Upheld Arab Claims 
_ Freedman founded the League 
K for Peace with Justice in Pales- 
tine in 1946 and bought several 
full-page advertisements in New 
t ^York newspapers attacking Zion- 
'ism and upholding the Arab 
^claims to all of Palestine. 

In testimony in a libel trial be- 
fore Magistrate Bushel last 
Mav 3, he admiUod sending a 
jfere t© an agent of the Arab 
reague in which he said he wai 
giving “fullest cooperation*^^ 
Hitler's friend, the infamus 


'Grand Mufti” of Jerusalem. 

In an attempt to learn whether 
Freedman had financed the enor- 
mous expansion in the circula- 
tion of “Common Sense," a Post 
Home News reporter went to 
McGinlev's office in Union on] 
Nov. 24. 

The glass doors and all the 
windows of the three adjoining 
buildings were covered by shades, 
Venetian blinds and cardboard 
screens so that no one passing by 
could see inside. All the doors 
were locked. 

The reporter knocked at the 
door of 2001 Pleasant Parkway] 
and was admitted by a giri. Four 
other girls were pasting mailing 
labels on stacks of the issue of 
the Oct. 31 issue, the headline of 
which accused “Communist and 
jZionist hyphenated- America ns” of 
endangering the nation's security 
and world peace. 

Enter McGinley 

McGinley, a stocky, gray- 
haired man of 58 with a ruddy 
complexion and sharp blue eyes, 
entered in a moment. When the 


reporter identified himself, Mc- 
Ginley said, ‘T know, what the 
Post is. You people are out to 
hurt us, and I know what kind of 
a story you’re after." 

W'hen he was asked if Freed- 
man was associated with him, he; 
replied, “This paper has beeni 
operating for three years before i 
I ever heard of Ben Freedman.” I 

To further questions, he said, 
‘Tm not answering any questions 
about the people who are work-, 
ing with me." He then sliowed 
the reporter out. 

A telephone call to Frederic 
Nelson Phillips, Inc., of 305 E. 
45lh St, which set the type for 
Freedman’s full-page advertise-] 
ments of the League for Peace 
with Justice in Palestine, was 
more productive. 

Phillips, asked if he was print* 
ing “Common Sense," replied that 
he had done some typesetting for 
the paper — “just little odds and 
ends." He was doing this work, 
he added, for Freedman. 

Walter Sykes, assistant man-

York City pi 
of the Western Newspaper Union, 
304 E. 45th St., said that his firm] 
had printed -the Oct. 31 issue of

Freedman,” he said. 

Jack Lowry, manager of this 
company’s Pittsburgh plant, told 
the reporter in a long-distance-,

“Freedman and McGinley ahdi 
others in that group." \ 

Asked how many copies he had f 
printed, he replied,, “Even if li- 
knew offhand, I wouldn't teil youi 
because that is confidential in-! 
formation. Why’ don't you talk to] 
Freedman? He’ll be able to telL 
you how many copies we printed !

Indeed, our postal authorities are (often properly) as- 
siduous to the point of blue-nosed frenzy when it comes to 
putting alleged, smut in its rightful place — the wastepaper 
basket. 

Yet "Common Sense’’ — an infinitely corrupt news- 
paper, delighting in a political pornography which turns our 
very democratic convictions into a filthy joke — travels, im- 
mune as Aunt Mary’s thank-you note, through our mails 

The Post Office reportedly explains that it is without 
authority to exclude matter from the mails solely because a 
particular race or group is attacked. 

It reputedly states that according to Section 599 (Postal 
Laws and Regulations, 1940) printed material of a scur- 
rilous or defamatory character can be stopped only when 
it appears on the outside of mail and an identifiable indivi- 
dual — not a group — is smeared. 

All right 

"Common Sense’' is mailed without a wrapper so that 
its first page could be read by any slightly curious postal 
employe. 

On August 22, 1948, "Common Sense" featured a front- 
page attack on Herbert Lehman, falsely accusing him of 
spending UNRRA "billions to set up Communism in Eu- 
rope." 

Lehman is an "identifiable individual,” Mr. Postmaster, 

On November 30, 1947, "Common Sense" ran a page- 
one spread, falsely implying that David Lilienthal was part 
of a plot to reduce America to "Marxist Slavery." 

Lilienthal is not "a group." 

Let the postal authorities enforce the law by banning] 
"Common Sense," 

If, because of some legal gimmick, the ban does not. 
stand a court test, we will at least know exactly where our, 
postal regulations must be amended— to protect ou^elves 
and our^ildren from prij^dPperversions.

The "VTashington Post” of 1/19/51 editorialized that 
FREEDMAN told his story concerning, Mrs. ROSENBERG probably 
as he told it in ’’Common Sense” and in a news publication 
of his own,, ,”No the Truth.” 

^ Information received by WPO from USA GEORGE MORRIS 
FAY revealed that in the testimony of FREEDMAN before .the 
Senate Armed Services Committee he mentioned he was pre- 
pared to spend approximately f7»000 for the printing of .

It was reported in 
November, 1953^ by a reliable informant of the Newark Office that 
Conde J. McGinley planned to circulate one million copies of his 
latest issue of "Common Sense." 


In view of the above, a brief summary of McGinley 's 
background as well as that of "Common Sense" is being set forth 
below for your information. 


Conde j. McGinley has been described by a reliable Informant 
as being sympathetic with Germany during World Vfar II because 
Germany was fighting Communism and because he felt that portion of 
Nazi philosophy directed against the Jews was a correct one. The 
informant stated that McGinley and his associates are violently 
anti-Semitic, that they consider themselves "Nationalist," and that 
they are dedicated to the "saving of America from the invisible 
government or world government of Zionism." 

McGinley started publishing "Think Weekly" in July, 1946. 
This newspaper was reported to be dedicated to the fight against 
the Communist threat to Christianity. Later in 1946, McGinley 
changed the title of his newspaper to "Common Sense." A review of 
the articles appearing in "Common Sense" reflects this newspaper to 
be anti-Semitic and antl-Communlst . 


In December, 1946, McGinley organized a group in New Jersey 
for the purpose of aiding in the distribution and sale of his news- 
paper. This group, which was then known as the Loyal American Group, 
became affiliated in September, 1949, with the Nationalist Action 
League headed by Henry McFarland of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. The 
Informant reported that this merger was short-lived either because 
of a misunderstanding between MbGinley and McFarland or because 
McGinley learned that the Nationalist Action^ League had been cited 
as a Fascist organization by the Attorney General pursuant to 
Executive Order 9835. It is noted that the Nationalist Action League 
was re-cited by the Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 
10450. 


The informant has advised that McGinley claims the 
circulation of "Common Sense" is between 200,000 and 300,000 copies

According to the informant, the CHRISTIAN EDUCATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION has issued several leaflets appealing for support 
of the publication ’’Common Sense.” It has also Issued a leaflet 
captioned, "These Marxist Systems; Stalin Communism or Trotsky 
Communism?" The leaflet Indicates that "Jews set up Communism 
in Russia during 1917, financed mainly from New York, and supported 
it for 35 years. No Jewish leader. dares try to refute this. 

During this period the Zionists were protected in Russia," 

This leaflet Indicates "If Washington thinks and acts 
as the Jews x-jant it to then Washington has become a Jewish 
government and is no longer an American Government, What do 
we mean by ’Washington?
